New Army Rifles.

The ordnance department of the army
is making preparations to begin the
manufacture of the new army rifle at
the Springfield armory immodiately
after the beginning of the new fiscal
yedr. The riflo is nf vory smull caliber,
intended to use smokeloss powaer and is
a magazine arm. 1t is estimatod within
one year from July next the total output
of the nrmory will be about 12,000 rifles,
which s made possible by the use of
most modern labor-saving machinery.
This number of rifles will probably
suffice to arm the entire infantry and
artillery branches.  The carbine for
cavalry use has not yet beon designea,
but will be pushed forward as rapidly as
possible, It is expected at the ordnance
department that there will be many
calls for the new arm from the state
militia organizations, These demands
will be met as fust us the army equip-
ment is complete.

The flonds of Dunforwline Considersd ln
Detall-Imporvinnt Facts Gleaned from
the Experience of the Older

Cuumrlu",

Adam Smith, who was a citizen of this
consular district; and whose great “—ork on
the wenlth of nations has, perhs,  more
than any other cause, Influenced gomYaercial
legisiation both In this eountry and in other
lands, used no uncertsin langunge on the
vilue of public ronds us otin of the primary
necessities of elvitized 1o and national pros-
perity. Splendin ronds hind been constrocted
conturics bofore his time.  Thelr continued
existence 1,600 yenrs alter thelr construc-
Lion lpm\'ml the skill and earve of the master
minds who planned and buitt them, But they
werd constructed in the interest of war.
Honds hind to pe butlt to move avmies for con-
uest, Roads then beegmo essential to hold
the congquered countries. In these commerce
hond no element or considevation, Indeod, 1t
Is not difoult to see that public rondways
became thus the tercor of nations.  Even %u
this ocean-surrounded island, far from im-
perinl Rome, the voads of the Ciesars en-
tiered and g0 terrorized the pubdlic mind that
It wans not until long after the middie of the
elghteonth contury that turnplikes wero flrst
authorized, and were even then innugurated
agninst the vigorous protests and prejudices
of the common people. It seems strange also
to know that to the Carthageninns, a people
living on the northern coast of “Darkest
Alrica,” must be given the credit of first
Innugurating the public road as the necessity
of commerce.

Down to the middle of the eighteonthjcen-
tury the romds of Scotland were of the
pootest character. Goods conveyed from
place to place, where tne distances were not
great, were conveyoed on horseback. Oat-
meal, coal, tuef and oven straw and hay
were thus conveyed. This was the era of
“eadgers,”  They supplied the country with
salt, fish, eggs amd poultry. For longer
routes envts  were used,  Threough  this
voery region to po a distunce of thirvty-eicht

miles  and  return  required  fourteen
days, It took fourteen days, in 1873, to go
from here to London, Consldering how

old is the supposed civilization of
this great country, one is surprised w read
of one of ius chiof routes of travel as follows:

“1 know not how to describe this infernal
road. Letv me most seriously caution all
travelers who may aceldentally propose to
travel this terrible country to avoid it as
they would the devil, 1 passed threo carts
broken down inside or eighteen miles of exe-
crable memory.*'

This is stated to show that rondmaking
aven here is not an ancient science. Tne
first turnpipe rouds in Scotland  were con-
structed in 1700, pod aguinst tho violent re-
sistanco and prejudices of the people, who
regarded roads as nid to plunder, Except
only the remaing of the Roman road, the
improved rondes of the country are of com-
paratively recent ovigln, but are now con-
structed with the utmost care and wain-
tuined with scrupulous fidelity,

Itoads in nnad Beyond Fite,

The eavliest stone ronds built through and
northwara of this district were constructed
by Abercromby, an eugineer of some note,
whose chief formula consisted of the follow-
ing rules:

1, Never make a road ascend a single foot
unless nbsolutely unavoidable,

2, Economy in maintenance depends on an
eusy gradient,

8. Hilly roads are full of danger, expensive
Lo mnintuin und destructive to horses,

The groat Highland roads were constructed
with grent care and skill und were adapted
to the country through which they passed.
Although traversing wild mountain ranges,
easy gradients were everywhere sccured
and are unexecelled,

Muacndum Round and Stonm IRoller.

Two men of quite recent date were largely
instrumental in the introduction of a pen-
eral system, which is still maintained in its
essential fentures. In 1810 Moacadam  elab-
orated his plan of rosdmulking and pre-
sented ft to the British Parlinment. Upon
its general pluan o vast oxtension of the ma-
cadam road immedintely followed,

Perhaps the most important auxilinry to
good roadmaking, and by many engineers
deemeld  ubsolutely essential, wuas supplicd
by M. Polonceau in 1584, by thoe introduction
of the steam rvoller. Excepting o very de-
cldod variance of opinion on the comparative
advantages of soft and hard founduations, the
macndam road is the gencrally accepted
sond of the country for country ronds, and
has stood the test of long and varied experi-
ence,

Roslstunoe to Traction,

A fow years ngo roadmaliing science ox-
preased itsell as follows as to traction:

1. Resistunee is divectly proportional to
the load wnd inversely to the dinmever of the
wheol.

2. Upon a paved road the resistance 1s in-
dependent of the width of the tire when it
excecds three to four inches,

8. At a walking pace the resistance is the
same to carringes with or without springs,
but increases on the macadusm roads with
the veloelty, and less as the road 1s smooth
and the carringe less rigid,

4. On soft roads or freslly graveled roads
the resistence to travtion js independent of
velogity.

H, 'I'he destruction of roads incresses with
reduced wheel diameter and in carnasges
without spriugs,

Gradionts.

The steepest gradient, according to one
authority, that can be properly sllowed on
roads with o broken-stone covering is about
one in twenty, as this, from oxperience,
according to the same autharty, is found to
be about the ungle of repose upon roads of
this character in the stiute in wh{ch they ure
usunlly kept, IEngineers of eminence insist,
however, and with upparent justice, on s
much lowergrada, SivJdohn Muenell nsserts,
s & fact uot generally kunown, that
“if & rona has no greater inclinations
than one in forty there {8 twenty per
oent loss cost for maintenance than where
the Inelination of the roud is one to twenty,
The pdditionsl ¢ost 18 due not only to the
greater injury by the action of horses' feet
on the steeper greadient but also to the
proauter futigue of the road by the more fre-
quent zecessity for sledging or braking the
wheels in desceny,”

The same authority adds:  “Experience
tenches that on broken-stone roads in per-
feot condition the resistence to traction is of
the gross welght of fovty-flve pounds per
ton, for whiuh the angie of repose s fifty.
The waction foree required is Just double
thut which is required on w level.”

Foundations,

Mr. Macadam malotained that o soft and
yielding foundation for a road is better thun
one that is tirm and unyieldivg, He argued
that & woad on @& soft foundation
polng more giuldiux and elastic tho mater-
wls of which the covering of the road was
formed would be less likely to be crushed
and worn awisy by the passage of 4 heavy
trafile than on g hared solid,

This theory of rond foundation s still
hald by some, but rejezted by the majority,
Fxperience seems to have proved that there
I8 no more ganeral cause of bud roads than
soft foundations. A firm, solld aud dry sub-
stratum is necessary for the rosd materials
to rest upon. The outer surface of the road,
it is urged, should be regarded merely as a
covering to protect the sctual working road
beneatn, which should be sufficiently firm
aud substantial to support the whole of the
trafle to be carried over it. The lower or
subroad, properly provided for asnd the
upper covering renewed from time to time,
should lust forever., The following are
directions now generally o force;

Where the expenditure is limited and the
traftio moderate evory care should be taken
o muke the roadbed as solld as possible. 1f
the ground is wet, deep ditches should be
cut on esach side, and cross underdraius
should be formed.

Where the ground is very soft s layer of
l'ufzou or brushwood from four to six inches
thick should be laid over the surface of the
ground to receive the road muaterisls, Where
the ground has been recently deposited the
surface should be rolled or beaten W render
a8 solid s goulhu.

Mucadam's theory of the advantage of soft
foundations, especially when mude W apply

ver holng moved g
?om it bafomes useful, ‘must move [ts situn-
tion wnd be In constant motion.” The prin-
ciple was “to substitute small, angular
stones, such as restlthd from the breakage
of Inrger stones, fap, rpounded stones, so as to
form n sort of mosaic or interlocking sys-
tem."

This system, which experience  has
thoroughiy tested and approved; the
provision of solld  foundations, which
soema to be proved of the  first

fmportance; and the use of the steam roller
Insecuring thorough fmpact, are the three
vltnil clements of the successfiul modern
romd,
